After a twelve hour battle 
the 
Russians have captured another sec- 
tion of the mountain barrier between 
Galicia and Hungary. 
A 
dispatch 
from Leraberi, Galicia, teUs of a Rus- 
sian attack on the Austrian forces 
Mezolaborcz in the east Beskids. The 
Auitrians were forced to give ground 
and it is said the main 
mountain 
crest in this region, considered im- 
pregnable, has passed into the hands 
of the Russians. 


This battle was an incident in a 
struggle of unusual severity now in 
progress along a front of more than 
100 miles, from Bartfeld, northern 
Hungary, to Stry, eastern Galicia. 
Petrograd reports that both sides are 
attaching simultaneously 
and 
that 
the losses are heavy. 


The Austrians in Bukowina and 
the Germans in northern Poland are 
makiag small movements, interpreted 
in Petrograd as intended to force the 
Russians to withdraw some of their 
troo^ from the Carpathian front.

FRENCH USE DEADLY GASES. 


Lembeig, April 13.—(Via petrograd, 
April 14-1—In a desperate attack by 
the Rtwsians on the right iBank of the 
Austrian position 
at Mezolaboriz, on 
the Hungarian side of the East Beskid 
mountains and about fifty miles south 
of Przemysl, the Austrians were forced 
after a twelve hour battle to make a 
precipitate retreat. 


The whole main crest in this district, 
which the Austrians considered to be 
Impregnable, now is in Russian hands. 


The main body of the Austrian army 
then moved on" Rostocka, where they 
found the Russians prepared in 9, strong 
defensive position and they again were 
repulsed. 
Another attack made by the 
Austrians in the southern 
district of 
Uzsok and Veretzkim met with a sim- 
lar check, the Russians occupying a po- 
sition three miles from Uzsok. 


The left flank of this Austrian army,

FIGHTING EVERY FOOT. 


Anstro-German 
Forces

Petrograd, April 14.—Austro-German 
forces which still hold isolated summits 
of the Carpathians are conte.«iting stub- 
bornly every foot of the Russian ad- 
vance along the route from Barfeld to 
Btry. 
This front runs almost due east 
and west for 115 miles. Bartfeld is m 
northern Hungary and Stry in eastern 
Galicia to the south of Lemberg.

DYESTJFFS COMIKG 


Allied Fleet Will Not Inter 
fere With Present 
Shipment. 


Washington, April 14.—Arrangements 
have been completed for the shipment 
to America of two cargoes of German 
dye stuffs Avhich were paid for by the 
American importers before ]\rarch 1 and 
are now at Rotterdam. 


Tliis information wa.s convoyed to the 
state department today by the British 
embassy. The cargoes in question are on 
the steamers Guantamo and 
City 
of 
Savannah. 
According to the arrange- 
ments these cargoes will not be inter- 
fered with by the allied fleet, provided 
they are under a neutral flag and con- 
signed to Secretary Redfleld, of the de- 
partment of commerce, for the direct 
use of consumers of the dye stufl's. 


The arrangement 
is imderstood 
to 
have been effected directly with the 
British government by the representative 
in London of the American textile man- 
ufacturers and no provision is made for 
the supply of dye stufTs to the regular 
dealers in this country. 
Tt is stated at 
the British embassy that there has been 
no objection to the shipment of dye 
stuflTs under the conditions announced 
today and the delay in moving the car- 
goes was said to be attributable to the 
difficulty in establishing the facts.

Big Liner's Entire Corps of 
Stewards and Steward- 
esses Arrested. 


New York, April 14.—Seventy-seven 
men and women, 
virtually the 
entire 
force 
of 
stewards 
and 
stewardesses 
aboard the 
American liner 
Kroonland, 
were placed under arrest today by im- 
migration officers and a 
Avarrant was 
served on the captain, charging the Red 
Star line, owners of the vessel, with vio- 
lation of the alien contract labor law. 


The entire complement of 
stewards 
and stewardesses—sixty-nine 
men and 
eight women—it was charged had been 
brpught 
in as passengers aboard 
the 
liner Finland last January from Eng- 
land. 
After their arrival here it 
is 
charged the Red Star line transferred 
them, in 
accordance with a 
previous 
agreement to the Kroonland, thus vio- 
lating the law. 
Under the law the im- 
migration officers asserted, the line had 
the privilege of transferring the crew 
of one ship to another but could not 
bring to America 
as passengers 
on 
board their ships for crew of another 
ship in America. 


Although placed technically under ar- 
rest when the vessel arrived at quaran- 
tine today 
the 
stewards 
and 
steAv- 
ardesses were allowed to remain at work 
till the ship docked. 
Tiie captain was 
notified, however, that the lino wouXl 
be subjected to a line of |1,000 for 
each man or woman who should escape. 


George W. Moore, the officer making 
the arrest, said the government plan- 
ned to send the arrested men and wo- 
men to Ellia 
Island temporarily 
and 
would deport most of them at once, 
leaving only a few behind as witnesse.?. 
Mr. Moore .-»aid that the employment of 
aliens, stewards and stewardesses was 
an object to many steamship lines be- 
cause the rate of wages was rfbout half 
that paid Americans. 


SEA RW NEEDS 


NEW MEN TUBES 


At Least Three Weeks Re- 
quired to Repair Grer- 
man Cruiser. 


Newport News, Va., April 14.—The 
German commercc raider Kronprinz Wil- 
helm, it was learned today, is in need 
of boiler tubes which cannot bp sup- 
plied at this port and must be manii- 
facttired elsewhere. 
To 
procure them 
would require at least three week>. Au- 
thorization to take the Wilhelm into 
dry dock has been given by Washington. 


Tliree hundred additional tons of coal 
were allowed the crui?cr today for port 
purposes and to trim the ship by low- 
ering her bow. Experts report that she 
is taking so much water as to endanger 
her rudder and propellers. Roar Admiral 
Beatty, commandant of 
the 
Norfolk 
navy yard.s, sent word today tliat tlie 
naval examining board probably will 
not inspect tho Wilhelm until the navy 
department examined Captain Thierfel- 
der's requests for repairs. 


Then the navy department will fix the 
time limit of tlie vessel's stay at New- 
port News provided her commander does 
not elect to intern her as it is general- 
ly believed here he will. 


The examining board in the Norfolk 
navy yard was 
<iue 
at any time to 
checK up the outlini; of repairs neces- 
sary to make the ship seaworthy. 
The 
German commander did not complete 
his inquiry into tlie nationality of the 
members of the Wilhelms crew 
last 
night, as requested by Collector Ham- 
ilton, but promised to ascertain today 
whether any naturalized Americans are 
aboard the ship. At least one American 
is believed to belong to the crew. 


Details of the sinking of the British 
steamer Bellevue, one of tiis Wilhelm's 
victims, were related today by mem- 
bers of the 
crew, 
revealing that the 
British ship was held as a prize for six- 
teen days before she wa« sent to the 
bottom. 
The Bellevue was bound from 
Liverpool to South American ports with 
4,000 tons 
of 
coal, 
1,000 
cases of 
whisky and some oxen when she was 
captured by the Wilhelm December 4 
last. 
She was moored to the Wilhelm 
with a strong cable 
and 
stripped of 
everything of value, after her coal had 
been taken aboard. 


When the French steamer Mont Age! 
was sighted the Belle%'ue was left in 
charge of a prize crew, while the Kron 
Prinz Wilhelm gave chase and 
finally 
sank the Frenchman by ramming^ Then, 
on December 20, after all movable psftp 
were securely lashed 
down, in order 
that nothing might be left floating upon 
the surface to give the British cruisers 
a clue as to the Wilhelm's whereabouts, 
the Belle^^le was sent to the bottom."

First Meeting of Taft and 
Roosevelt in 3 Years . 
Not Enthusiastic. 


Xew Haven, Conn., April 14.—For the 
first time since their famous dispute 
before the republican national conven- 
tion in 1912, which brought about the 
formation of the progressive party, Wil- 
liam H. Taft and Theodore Roosevelt, 
erstwhile presidents and rivals for the 
same honor at the last election, met here 
yesterday at the funeral of Professor 
Thomas P. Loimsbury, of Yale univer- 
sity. 


Both were among the honorary pall- 
bearers and although they shook .>iand3 
and exchanged a few words, their greet- 
ing was very formal and rather chillv. 


"How do you do, Mr. Taft?" 
"How do you do, Mr, Roosevelt?" a 
formal clasp of the hands, and it was 
over. 


Later Colonel Roosevelt found time to 
ask about Mrs. Taft, and. on being m- 
formed that she was well, expressed a 
wish to be remembered to her. 
Still 
later, it was observed that the two men 
conversed together for about a minute, 
but that was all. 
When the services 
were over Mr. Taft hurried away to 
catch his train, without waiting to bid 
good-by to Mr. Roosevelt. 


During the services the two men oc- 
cupied separate pews and they rode to 
Grove Street cemetery in separate car- 
riages.

O'Mara, who had been 
sentenced to Leavenworth prison for a 
year and a day and fined $100, was per 
mitted to return to Terre Haute, after 
his fine had been reduced to .$1, which 
was 
paid. 
Judge 
Anderson granted 
O'Meja's request to jjo to prison unat 
tended »,nd he will join Walsh and the 
four released yesterday 
on 
the trip 
which must be started by noon next 
Sunday. 


Driscoll and Smith, each of whom re 
ceived sentences of three years and fines 
of $500, were ordered back to the Mar 
ion county jail after they had informed 
the court that they would not prosecute 
the appeal. 
Smith will be permitted to 
go to Terre Haute Thursday under 
guard, to arrange his business affairs 
He will be brought back to Indianapolis 
and with Driscoll and others, who may 
withdraw from the appeal or fail to give 
bond, will be taken to prison in a body.

world with his dramatic cry, "The south 
is avenged," only one man in the audi- 
ence seemed to feel the shock of the 
world-trage<ly. 


For several seconds after the bullet 
carried its death blow to Lincoln's brain 
the audience seemed 
paralyzed 
with 
friglit. 


But from the topmost gallery a young 
man leaped to the balcony rail below 
and swung into the president's box jUst 
in time to see an incident that seems 
to have escaped everyone else on the 
stage and in the theater. 


Lientenant Cliarles H. 
Jones, 
then 
connccted with the quartermaster's de- 
partment at Washington, is the man 
v/ho sprang from the gallery in time 
to hear a man on the stage annomice, 
"The assassin is captured" and thus 
prevent immediate pursuit of Booth. 


This is Lieutenant Jones' story of 
Lincoln's assassination: 


"It was the third act of the play, 'Our 
American Cousin/ 
I' heard the shot in 


the president's box; 
I saw Lincoln's 
head fall forward—a man sprang from 
the box, tripped on the-American flag 
that eurtained it, and stumbled to the 
stage fourteen feet below. 
^ 


"As he arose to his feet he cried, 'The 
south is avenged.' 


"Not half a dozen people in the the- 
ater realized they were witnessing 
a 
great tragedy, but I seemed to diyine 
what had happened. 
I leaped over the 
gallery and balcony "rails, swung into 
the president's box just in time to see 
Major Rathbone remove his liands from 
the president's head. 
They were cover- 
ed with blood. I knew then the emanci- 
pator was dying. 


"Histories -have been written about 
Lincoln's assassination, but all of the 
histories omit one important thing—a 
thing that I saw and no man can con- 
tradict my statement 
in regard 
to 
this— 


"As soon as Booth disappeared from 
the stage a man in evening clothes an- 
nounced 'He has been 
captured' 
and 
turned back the people who were pur- 
suing the assassin. 


"One man had followed Booth when 


he rushed from the sta^e, but he was 
outwitte<l when Booth s-Iiut t!ie stajre 
door in his face. 
The aiulicm'o seemed 
stunned; for a tew soeoiuls there was 
no pursuit; then several army ofticera 
sprang upon the stape. but they were 
turned back by the mysterious uuin in 
evening clothes, supposed then to be an 
attache of the theater 
when 
he an- 
nounced, 'He has been capture<l.' 


"Who was that man? 
"Wliy was he on the stape? 
"Why did he delay pursuit of the 
assassin with a H»^? 


'•These things have never been ac- 
counted for. 
In fact 
I 
never 
heard 
about the man^Iuring the excitement 
that followed the tragedy, and none of 
the histories of the assassination re- 
fer to him. 


"I remained only a few minutes in 
the Lincoln box. but before f left Laura 
Keene had reached the dying president 
Her beautiful white silk gown was soon 
vivid with the blood of 
the 
marfyr 
whose heod she held in her arms. 


"One actor assassinated Lincoln. An- 
other actor ministered to him as 
ba 
died."

The suggestion of President Bayer, of the city council, that the 
track elevation tax levy be cut in half and a levy equivalent to the 
saving be created to provide for motor driven vehicles to replace the 
horne-drawn apparatus in the Fort Wayne fire department, has 
much to. commend it. Mr. Bayer's idea was advanced in the dis- 
cussion following an address by Mr. Charles B. Fitch, who urged 
that the change be made and that it be financed by an issue of city 


iboftds. 


Bond issues, often useful and occasionally offering the only 
prospect of securing immediate action for needed improvements, 
are not in general favor with tax-payers when any other system of 
financing a public proposition is practicable. 
There are times when 
nothing else will suffice as a money-raiser, particularly when it is 
imperative that the lump sum be available without delay, and the 
tax-payer is willing to accept the protracted term of interest-paying 
Jvith sonie degree of toleration, if not of cheerful acquiescence, 
there is any other way out, however, he prefers to take it. 


The motorization of the fire department is necessary and it is 
important. 
As pointed out by Mr. Fitch, a saving of some $30,000

INDUCEMENT TO SOBRIETY. 


(Pittsburg Dispatch.) 
Thp insurance companies are begin- 
ning to recognize one of tlie important 
deductions from their 
statistical in- 
quiries. 
One of them, it is announced, 
is about to write special insurance poli- 
cies against accidents and ill health for 
persons -who abstain from the use 
of 
intoxicating liquors. 
An advantage in 
rates is to be given to those who nb- 
fitain from intoxicants. 
This is stated 
to be the first concession of the kind 
made in insurance history. 


Yet this is the natural deduction from 
the long line of mortality tables 
on 
which tables of insurance rates were 
based. 
The first mortality lists includ- 
ed all sorts of lives, people affected with 
disease, drinkers and every other class. 
As the Insurance risks excluded people 
with material disease, the insurance cx- 
;)erience of actual mortality was much 
setter than shown by the old mortality 
tables. Six years ago forty-three of the 
principal life insurance companies agreed 
to compile the results of their experi- 
ence in the great variety of risks. 
The 
records of over 
2,000,000 live* 
were, 
studied, the inquiry extending over about 
four years of continuous work. It was 
by this inquiry settled beyond 
doubt, 
that total abstainers live longex than 
people w'ho use strong drink. 
Heavy 
drinkers are the worst class, but mod- 
erate drinkers are shorter lived than 
the total abstainers. 


Of course, if the total abstainers are 
the longest lived it requires a lower rate 
to make up the reserve to meet their 
policies at the end of the average ex- 
pectation of life. 
And men who keep 
sober are less likely to sustain serious 
accidents or undergo dangerous illness 
than drinkers. 
The result 
makes it 
profitable for insurance companies 
to 
offer lower premiums to those who prac- 
tice total abstinence than to those who 
do not. One company has put that con- 
clusion into actual practice. Others, no 
doubt, will follow the example.

Philadelphia, - Pa., April 
14.—A de- 
termined eflfort will be made at tomor- 
row's meeting of city councils to secure 
the passage of an ordinance permitting 
the removal of the historic liberty bell 
from its shrine in Independence hall to 
the Pennsylvania 
building at the San 
Francisco exposition where it will be ex- 
hibited until the close of the fair. Mayor

favor the movement and are willing to 
see the necessary 
money 
appropriated 
for the expenses of the trip. 


Heretofore the proposition has been 
opposed mainly by patriotic orders and 
by bodies of women who fear that the 
preciouH relic might be destroyed in a 
railroad wreck or some other accident. 
Now those favoring the exhibition of 
the bell in the far western city have se-

Dewey 
and Gen. Miles and the influence of these 
distinguished officers having been felt so 
strongly that there is little doubt that 
the beU will be permitted to go away, 
properly guarded by Philadelphia police- 
men.

PLAN TO MOTORIZE IIEPARTMENT 


Could Be Brought About bv Cutting 
Down Track Elevation Levy. 


Diiring the discussion that followed 
an address to the city eouncil by Chades 
B. Fitch on the subject of better firo 
protection. Presidciit William A. Bayor, 
of that body, suggested that motoriza 
tion of the "entire fire department could 
be brought about in a few years by cut- 
ting doim the track elevation tax levy 
to 5 cents and devoting the 5 cents cut 
off to fire department equipment.

FRENCH TOWN BOMB TARGET. 


German Airmen 
Are Waging Acüve 
Campaign Against Foes. 


Paris, April 14.—The French war of- 
fice this afternoon gave out a report 
on the progress of 
hostilities 
which 
reads: 


"Calm generally was maintained along 
our front tliroughout the day of April 
13. 
A Zeppelin airship threw bombs 
down on Bailleul (a town in Franc®, 
near the Belgian frontier.) Its objective 
was our aviation ground but this was 
not hit. Three civilians were killed. 


"Two German aeroplanes were forced 
to come to the groimd within our lines, 
one near Braine and the other near 
Luneville. 
In both cases the aviators 
were taken prisoners. A third German 
flying machine, winged by the fire of 
omr advance posts, fell near Ornes to 
the north of A'^erdun, 600 yards from our 
lines. One of the aviators was hit by 
a bullet." 


OF CRITICAL IMPORTANCE. 


London, April 14.—The struggle for 
the last of the Carpathian passes re- 
maining in the hands of the Germanic 
allies still holds the center of the war 
stage. 
In London the critical import- 
ance of the series of fierce battles being 
waged along the eastern front from 
Bartfeldt to Bukowina is fully recog- 
nised and the activities in the other 
fields appear relatively of minor im- 
portance. 


Each side is making claim« of auecets. 
The Austrians assert that the Muacovite 
invaders have been held in cheek since 
March 20, but an official statement from

Lieutenant- diaries H." .Tones, then

\vlio sprang from the gallery in time 
to hear n man on the stage, announce, 
'The assassin is captured-' and thus 
prevent immediate pursuit of Booth. 


This is Lieutenant Jones' story of 


Lincoln's assassination: 


"It was the third act of the play, 'Our 


American Cousin.' I heard the shot in 


the president's box; I saw Lincoln's: 
head fall forward—a man sprang from 
the box, tripped on the American flag 
that curtained it, and stumbled to tlie 
stage fourteen feet below. 


"As he arose to his feet he cried, 'The 


south is avenged.' 


"Not half a dozen, people in the the- 


ater realized they were witnessing 
a 


great tragedy, but I seemed to divine 
what had happened, I leaped over the 
gallery and balcony rails, swung into 
the president's bos just in time to see 
Major Rathbone remove his hands from 
the president's head. They were cover- 
ed with blood. I knew then the emanci- 
pator was dying. 


"Histories have been written about 


Lincoln's assassination, but all of the 
histories omit ono important thing—a 
thing that I saw and no man can con- 
tradict my statement 
in regard 
to 


this— 


"As soon as Booth disappeared from 


the stage a man in evening clothes an- 
nounced 'Ho has been 
captured' and 


turned back the people who were pur- 
suing the assassin. 


"One' man had followed Booth when 


le rushed from the singe, but he was 
outwitted when Booth shut the stage 
door in his face. The audience sisoracd 
stunned; for a few seconds there, was 
no pursuit; then several army officers 
sprang upon the stage, but they wera 
turned back by the mysterious man in 
evening clothes, supposed then to be a'n 
attache of the theater when he an- 
nounced, 'He has been captured.' . 


"Who was that man ? 
"Why was he on the stage? 
"Why 
did lie delay pursuit of the 


assassin with a lie.? 


"These .things have never been ac- 


counted for. In fact 
I 
never heard 


about the man during the excitement 
that followed the tragedy, and none of 
the histories of the assassination re- 
fer to him. 


"I remained only a few minutes in 


the Lincoln box, but before I left Laura 
Keene had reached the dying president- 
Her beautiful white silk gown was soon 
vivid with the blood of the 
martyr 


whose heod she held in her arms. 


"One actor assassinated Lincoln. An- 


other actor ministered to him as he 
died."

Fire Department Motorization. 


The suggestion of President P.ayrr, of the city council, that the 


back elevation tax levy be out. in hall and a levy equivalent to the 
saving be. ci-ciitcd to provide for motor driven vehicles to replace the 
' liorse-tinivvn apparatus in the Kort Wayne fire department, has 
much to commend it. Mr. Bayer's idea was advanced in the dis- 
cussion following'au address by Mr. Charles B. Fitch, who urged 
that the change be made and that it be financed by an issue of city 
honds. 


Bond issues, often useful and occasionally offering the only 


prospect of securing immediate action for needed improvements, 
are not in general favor with tax-payers when any other system of 
financing a public proposition is practicable. There are times when 
nothing else will suffice as a money.-raiser, particularly when it 
imperative that the lump sum be available without delay, and the 
tax-payer is willing to accept the protracted term of interest-paying 
>vith some degree of toleration, if not of cheerful acquiescence. If 
there is any other way out, however, he prefers to take it. 


The motorization of the fire department is necessary and it is 


important. 
As pointed out by Mr. Pitch, a saving of some $30,000 


a year in operation of the fire department and a saving of $20,000 a 
year in decreased fire insurance rates through the use of motor 
'driven fire-fighting apparatus, and the construction of an iudepend- 


ent high pressure water system in the'business district is a consum- 
mation dcvoutely to be wished. 'It is an investment, rather than an 
expense, and it is one of the investments Fort Wayne should make 
>vithout delay. Fire-fighting methods and equipment must follow 
other advances or soon be hopelessly inadequate to cope with condi- 
'tions imposed by the new order of things in other lines of activity. 
It must give a steadily improved grade of public service. 


It is believed the sum now in the track elevation fund is siu- 


• ficient to care for the city's share of grade separation work immc- 


'diately in prospect, and that the levy might safely be lowered on this 
item arid applied to fire department motorization. It is true this 
;would necessitate a gradual change that would not at once give the 
city the benefit of a completely motorized department such as the 
"bond issue -would provide. Sonic years would be needed to effect 


. the complete transformation, but we would at least be making 


steady progress toward a much-desired end. 
Splendid rcsixlts of 


grade separation already accomplished make it evident that there 
must be no unnecessary delay in carrying forward this work, but if 
the motor vehicles for the fire department can be provided at the 
same time without increasing immediate financial burdens that 
course will appeal to a vast majority of people as a wise one to 
pursue.

Tt, was 
by tliis inquiry settled beyond 
doubt, 


that total abstainer's livn longer .than 
people who UBB strong drink. Heavy 
drinkers .ire the worst, class, but mod- 
erate drinkers are. shorter lived than 
the total abstainers. 


Of course, if tho total abstainers are. 


the longest lived it requires a lower rate, 
to mnjio up the reserve to meet their 
policies at the end of 'the average, ex- 
pectation of life. 
And men who keep 


sober are loss likely to sustain serious 
accidents or undergo dangerous illness 
than drinkers. The result 
makes it 


profitable for insurance companies to 
offer lower premiums to those, who prac- 
tice total'abstinence than to those who 
do not. One company hns put that con- 
clusion into actual practice. Others, no 
doubt, Trill .follow the example.
